the Argentine situation; the increased 
cost of eggs, sugar, canteloupes "and 
other commodities.

GERMANS PAID 


PENALTY FOR 
; 


THEIR DARING 


(ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM! 


London---Aug. 14.—The 
German 


army investing Liege underestimated 
the fighting qualities of the Belgians 
and paid a terrfflble penalty for their 
daring in the opinion ol Victor H. 
Duras, American vice-consul at Liege, 
as quoted toy the Brussels correspond- 
ent :Of the. Times. 


The correspondent says that 
Mr. 


Duras was an eye witness of the first' 
two days; of the. siege 
< which he -de- 


scribes. The Belgians permitted the 
forces of General von. Emmkjh 
to 


actually pass the forts in. their'march 
on the town and' then attacked them 
in the rear from the forts and pn the 
front with iniantry. He estimate 
the German casualties as from five tt 
ten times as great as those of 
the 


defenders. 


"dpeaking as a neutral," says Mr 


Duras, according to the Times corres 
pondent, "it seems to be a part o 
the military tactics of the Germans 
to fight as much as possible in the 
night-time. 
Comparatively 
little 


fighting occurred at Liege during the 
day: 
«. 


"The scheme .of the Belgian defense 


seemed to be not to make any ser- 
ious resistance to the attack until the 
German troops were actually past the 
forts. Then when, they were close 
to the town and their several bodies 
trying to effect a juncture, fire 
• was 


opened upon them from the forts be- 
hind and from rifles 
and 
machine 


guns in front, so they were caught in 
a trap and retreat was cut off." There- 
was nothing for them to do tout to be 
shot .down or surrender. 


"The amount of suffering on botl 


sides owing to an inability''to dea 
promptly with the wounded, was very 
great, but especially to the Germans 
whose casualties were from 
five 


to ten times as numerous as those 
among the Belgians. 


"The Germans paid a terrible pen- 


alty for their boldness of their scheme 
ot attack, which from a military point 
of view, could be justified only by a 
conviction on the part of the German 
officers that they would meet with 
only the feeblest resistance. The mis- 
:ake they made was in underrating 
:he fighting qualities of the peaceful 
Belgians.'
